Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,19, and 74-91 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest the apparatus as claimed by Applicant. In particular, the 
prior art discloses a fluid cassette with multiple ports, but fails to disclose conduits that 
are in fluid communication with the spike receptacle and solution container as claimed 
by Applicant.
